ver (hall read their actions, will judge them to 
be managed with as much prudence, as the 
Spaniards canboaft of5 nor will any one believe 
that they could bring to perfe&ion fo great At- 
chievements as they have done with onely a 
Jimple valor.

in Military excercife , after his death valoroufly 
profecuted his vidlories againft the Moors , and 
againft the Kings of Leon ; which Wars he ma¬ 
naged with fo much courage as was admirable 
in a Prince fo young. The Count of Traftama- 
renfe defpiftng his youth , took to wife his mo., 
ther Tere/ia , and from that marriage drew occa- 
fjontowage War with him ; Alfonfo to vindi¬ 
cate his fleightings,cheerfully eneountred him, 
and after the diverfe accidents of feveral bat* 
tels took him prifoner-, and forced him to re¬ 
gain his liberty to give him to wife his lifter 
firavca y mth that part of the land for her Dower, 
whichhad been the occafton of the War. Yet 
fotne there be that differ both in the occafton of 
the marriage and the conteft. 

Aifonfo likewife fought feveral batrels with 
his Grand-father Alfonfothz 6. King of Caftile , 
and in one battel took him prifoner near one of 
his Cattles called A r cos del val de vez , upon 
whofe reieafe he had conferred upon him the 
title of Duke of Portugal ; he afterwards im- 
ployed his forces againft the Saracens, from 
whom he took Leirida>Torre Naova> and feve¬ 
ral other places. 

Whereupon the King Ifmmrw, who was the 
moft powerful amongft all the Mamtamans, 
calling to his afftftance four other Kings , with 
an Army of fourhundredthoufand men, inva¬ 
ded Portugal , but his fortune correfponded not 
wkh his numbers, for Aifonfo encountring this 
great power with a fmall Army,overthrew them, 
and flew , ; or tookprifoners all the five Kings;

in memory ot which nga.L Victory, Alphof 
bore five Efcutchions m his Arms, though others 
are pleafed to affirm it was in memory; of the 
five wounds of our Savior, feen by him in a Vi- 

(ion juft before the fight, 

Thefoldiers made proud with this extraordi¬ 
nary fuccefs, thinking the title of Dukj too 
low for their Commander, faluted Alplmfo 
with the tile of King, which Alpfwfozccz peed* 

and returning home enriched with fpoils, addi-, 

fte.dhimfelf to the exercife of his Regal power, 
by calling a general Council of the three E- 
ftaces, to wit, the Clergy, Nobility, and Com¬ 
mons, for the better eftabli doing C by the con- 
fent of the whole people ) that Crown upon nts 
head, which the Soldiers love had conferred up¬ 


on his merit. . . 

This general Aflembly being met in the Cuy 
of Lamsgo, and in the Church of St. Almacave\ 
the King came thither, and feating himlelf 
upon the Royal Throne , but as yet unadorned 
with his Enftgns of Majefty, according to ap¬ 
pointment the King; Deputy Von Lorenzo Ve¬ 
negas , fpake to the Eftates as followeth , You 
are here affembled by the Authority ®fR* n S 
Alfhonfo , to fee the Popes Letters and Re¬ 
vive, to confirm him for your King: Whereat 
the whole Eftates with one voice cried. We 
will that he (hall be our King. Upon which the 
Deputy demanded, (hall he only be your King, 
and not his fons after him? They all anfwere * 
he fo long as he lives (hall be our King, an 
tfeethis death his tons (hall fucceed. Give tan 

A 3 
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then the Royal Enfigns, laid the Deputy. They 
anfwered , we give them in the name of God, 
and therewithal! the Arch-Biiliop of Braga pla¬ 
ced the Crown upon the Kings head , and gave 
him the Scepter in his hand, with all accuftomed 
Ceremonies; which done, his Majelly rofe up, 
and drawing his (Word, fpake to this effeft , 
Bieffed be God that ha y h been my helper, with this 
[word I have delivered you , and overcome our 
enemies , and now that you have made me your 
King, let m make Laws for the government of the 
Kingdom. They anfwered , fo we will, dread 
Soveraign, we will make fuch Laws as fliall 
feem good and convenient to you , and we and 
all our children and pofterity will be wholly at 
your command. 

And accordingly feveral Laws were then and 
there immediately made; the fum of which 
were: 

i . That King Alfonfo (hould be Ad after of the 
Kingdom , and that after him there might be no 
tr mbits in the choofing of a King , his Son (hould 
reign after him, his Grand-chiide, and fo from 
Tat her to Son in fecula feculorutn. 

That if the eldeft Son (hould dye during the 
life of the Father,tke next brother fhottld be King, 
and fo forward. 

3 ; That if the King fhottld dye without ijfue , 
having a brother he fbould. fucceed , but not his 
fins without confcnt of the Eftates. 

4 * That if the Kingfhould have onely daurb- 
ter$ > dse eldeft (hould be Queen after her father, 
upon condition that fie be married to a native of the 

Kingdom ,

Kingdom , and that he be a Nobleman,who (hould 
net have the power to take upon him the name of 
King, until he had a fon born, nor (hould he till 
then wear a Crown on his head 7 or take the right 

I hand of his wife. 

5. That it (hould he for ever held for a Law 
among the Portugals, that the Kings eldeft daugh¬ 
ter (hould marry a Native of the Country, that fo 
1 the Crown might never defcend to Foreigners,and 
| that in cafe jhe (hould marry a Forreign Prince , 
| (he(hould be excluded from her right of fuecejfton, 
1 for they would not have that Kingdom , which 
| them]elves by their own valor, and by the effufion 
| ef their own blood, without the aid or afftflanceof 
| any grangers, had made, fo go out of the race of 
I the Portugals. 

1 The Crown by tbefe Laws and Statutes con- 
! firmed , Alfonfo as he was advanced in Title, 

I fo he addiaed himfelf to higher and greater en¬ 
terprises , in five moneths fiege he added the 
gre.it and populous City of Lisbone to his Crown, 
not without the lofs of thoufands of valiant fol- 
diers^ and as many hazards of his own life; 
fome affirth that in this War the number of the 
{lain amounted to no lefs then two hundred 


thou fand men. 

This magnanimous King likewife made innu¬ 
merable acquifts both of one fide and the other 
of the T tgus , he flew both the Kings of Leon, 
and Caffile, but at length wounded in a battel, 
he was no longer able to follow the Wars in 
perfon, for what with his wound , and what 
With age, being how fixty fix years old, he naa

not ftrength enough to mount on horfeback, he 
therefore bequeathed his command over his 
Armies to his eldeft fon SanUim or Saveli* , but 
flill refetving to himi'elf the fuperintendency 

Having thus relinquifhed the Wars, he ad¬ 
dicted himfelf wholly to works of piety, and 
to endeavor the flourifhing of the Chriftian Re¬ 
ligion ; he built wichin his Kingdom one hun¬ 
dred and fifty Churches and Monalieries, all 
which he enriched with great revenues. 

Amongft the reft he builc that at ConimbrU, 
from whence that famous Univerfity, called, 
Academia Cmmbricenfe had its Original. In 
this Monaftery, called that of the Ho/yCrofs, 
he died, at ninety one years of age, on the 9. of 
December Anno 1185. and here he remained, 
buried in a little Tomb, fcituated in an Angle 
of that Church, till fuch time as King Emanuel, 
saftefted with the Fame of his Sanfticy, ere&ed 
for him a mod (lately Monument, which is at 
this day tobefeen. 

By Uracca his firfl wife, daughter to the 
Count Traftamarenfe , he had ns children,where¬ 
upon at fifty two years of age,and in the feventh 
year of his reign, he took to wife Mafalda, filler 
to Amadeo Earl of Morenna , by whom he had 
many children, Henry the firft died in his child¬ 
hood ; Sancbo who fucceeded him in the King- 
dom ; Uracca who was married to Ferdinand*

nlia, married to Phillip the firll Earl of Flan- 
itn, He had likewife diverfe natural children, 
amongft whom one named Alphonftu , who was 
oreac Mafter of the Knights of Rhodes, 

“ King Jlphonfo was certainly a great foldier, 
a valiant Captain, and a magnanimous King; 
in all his words and aftions there appeared a 
kinde of Majefty, and fublimicy of minde ; bis 
liberality and juftice made him feared by his 
enemies , and adored by hisfubjefts; ftrength 
of body, and greatnefs of minde, concurred in 
him to make him the moft worthy and admired 
of the age he lived in; he never undertook any 
War, but either to right his injured fubjefts, or 
to propagate the Chriftian Religion; amongft 
his greateft fafts of Arms he never forgot a<fts of 
piety, but always before any battelui'ed with 
vows and prayers, to beg the proteftion of hea¬ 
ven. He died,having arrived at the higheft 
pitch of glory , wept for by his people, and la¬ 
mented by the very Moors themfelves, who ha¬ 
ted him; thus topt with all triumph, happy in 
a numerous and as generous an iflue , weary of 
worldly vanities; he departed this life,in hopes 
to receive in heaven the reward of his piety and 
yertue.

He applied himfelf afterwards with the fame 
induftrv to reftore publique edifices and ftru- 
aures', he rebuilt all Calfles which had either 
been deftroyed by the Moors , or fpoiled by 
other accidents of the War; he reftored the 
Cities, Towns, and Fortress, to their pnftine 
fplendor, enriching them with new edibces, 
and fupplying them with new inhabitants; he 
gave likewife great Revenues to all the orders 
of Knight-hood, but principally to that of Saint 

G ‘ Whileft thus he took care of his fubjeiis good, 
andthe increafing the Revenue of his Crown, 
there were driven by contrary winds and ragm L , 
feas into the Port of Llsbone a fleet of thirteen 
fail of Chips belonging to feveral Chrittian Prin¬ 
ces, going to the Holy War, with the aififtance 
of thefe King Sancho , invaded the Kingdom o 
Algarve, then poffefted by the Moors, making 
this compaft with the Chiftian Princes c ^ ac

two hundred thoufand foldiers, return flyin° 
home. & 

But King Sancb was no fooner freed from 
thefe dangers, but another almoft over-whelm¬ 
ed his kingdom, by continual rains, mod. part 
of the land was overflown , by reafon of which 
it not being poffible to till the ground, a famine | 
enfued, and that at length brought forth the 
plague, iothat the whole kingdom was almoil 
deftroyed, the Cities and Towns were depo¬ 
pulated, the Country remained unmanured; 
nor was there to be feen over, the whole king- 1 
dom other but fpedacles of ruine and mifery. £' 

This fad condition of the Chriftians made the 
Moors once more adventure in the field , and 
without any refinance poflefs themfelves of the 
greateft pare of the Kingdom of Algarve; the 
City of Syha Was rendred at difcretion,whileft 
the neceffities of the King forced him to buy 
nve years of truce, or ceffation, upon low con¬ 
ditions.' < 

In the mean time he would have fent affi- 
itance of fliips and men to the Chriftian Princes, 
who fought-againfc the Saracens in Paleftina , 
out the mifenes of his kingdom would not per¬ 
mit him, yet he affigned to the Knights, Tem¬ 
pos, and Hofpicallers, who were fometime 
oetore come into Portugal, great Revenues, 

giving 
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living unto them many Caftles and Lands. 

D The truce was not yet expired when the King 
either finding, or taking occafion. to break it, 
in the midfc of winter aflaulted the Cities ot the 
Moors with fo much fury , that th e Barbarians 
not expefting fo fudden an affault, were eafily 

driven, not onely out of the Confines of Portu¬ 
gal, but out of the beftpart of the kindomof 

^King ' Sambo had for wife the daughter of Ra- 
mond Berengario , Count of Barchinona , called 
Aldanfa , by her he had nine children, of whom 
ei°ht outlived their father, to wit, three Tons 
and five daughters, the Tons were Alfonfo , who 
fucceeded in the kingdom ; Ferdtnando , who for 
his lingular vertues was called into Flanders to 
marry°the Count efs Joanna ; and Pietro who was 
Count Irgdenfe , and Lord of the Bat cares. 

The five daughters were Therafia , Mefalda , 
Saneha , Bianca , and Beringhetla ; Therafia was 
married with Alfonfo King of Leon her Counn- 
german, but this marriage not being auenced 
to by the Pope,was efteemed void, fo chat after 
having born three children,(be was forced to re- 
tt|rn into Portugal , where being (hut up m a 
Monaftery, (lie fpent the reft of her life in pious 
meditations: it is reported by fome that her 
Sepulchre being opened in the year 1617- per 
body was found whole, and as it were incorrupt- 
ed, and that many who were fick, or otherwiie 
had incurable difeafes, by vowing to her, and 
touching her corps, were healed. . 

Mtfalda ms efpoufed to Henry the 
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or Cajhle , although allied to him in a forbid 
den degree , wherefore this marriage was like* 
wile declared void ; and (lie emulating herfi- 
der buiic a Monartery of the Ciftercian Order, 
and is reported like wife to have done many Mi¬ 
racles particularly in the year 1627, when her 
Tomb was opened. 

SancJoA the third daughter became a Nun of 
the Order of Sr* Francis, who lived about this 
time. Bianca and Beringella died young > and 
were buried in Conimbria, right againrt their 
fathers Tombe, though fome write otherwhe. 

After the death of the Queen ^Idonjl f,which 
happened in the year 1138. King Sancho gave 
himfelf over to the love of diverfe Ladies, a- 
mongft whom he had many children , who pro¬ 
ved mort ot them his greateft vexation and dif- 
quiet, for the pleafures of the fenfes do nor ter¬ 
minate but in the fence of grief* Ac feft arrived 
at the age of 57. years, in the 2 6. year of his 
reign^ oppreffed in Commbriaby an incurable 
diieafe, he took leave of this world. 

He was buried in the Church of the Holy 
Crofs on the left fide of the Altar, in the 
great Chappel, where King Emanuel built him a 
Sepulchre, like to that of his father, he left in¬ 
finite riches, which by his Will he divided a- 
numgrt all his children , making no difference 
etween the legitimate and the illegitimate: he 
fl K Wiil fupplicated Pope Imocentitu the 
fourth robe hts Executor, for which he left in 
Le °jcy a hundred weight of Gold, a gift with¬ 
out doubt worth his pains, ° 
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Kine Sancho was for vertue and forgoodnefs 
Angular in his age , a worthy fon of fo renow¬ 
ned a father; he proved fortunate in the utmoft 
events of War, and then did his triumphs flow- 
in upon him when he difpaired ofVi&ory ; he 
left it yen in doubt whether he were more wife, 
or more valiant; he always fnowed himfelf fo 
great an enemy to floth and idlenefs, that to 
avoid it he would not difdain fomedmes to 
throw down the Scepter, and hold the plow; 
Fortune who was his friend in War, was his foe 
in Peace, for then, befides the vexation that 
be could not vex his enemies, he was likewife 
enforced to bear the injuries of the Land , Sea, 
and Skies ; in fum, he was a King worthy the 
greateft Incomtums , if he had not too much 
drowned all his other vertues in illicite Loves. 


ALFONSO the H. 
Third King of ’Portugal. 


A Lfonfs the fecond fucceeded to Sancho the 
firft, he was born in Conimbna on Sr. 
Georges day anno 118 5. At 27.years old he was 
Crowned King with the envy of his brothers, 
who little younger then he, could hardly con¬ 
fine themfelves within the bounds, of Allegi¬ 
ance , and to their difeoments did the Legacies 
left by Sancho , give new motives for Alfanfti 
either out ©f avaritious defire of riches, or ©he of 
obftinacy , detained from them a great part 
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of what was left them by their father. 

Thefe finifter thoughts of the then Prince 
■Alphonfc were difcerned by his father before his 
death , which made him leave to the brothers* 
befide fome Cities and Cadies; five hundred 
thoufand Crowns in gold. 

But fcarce was his father dead,but he began to 
contend wich his brothers and lifters about their 
inheritance, and becaufe his brothers were re¬ 
tired into Elgmera and AUnqaar Fortreffes,°i- 
ven them by their father, he under pretence 
that they could hot be allienated from the 
Crown, gathered together an Army to poffefs 
himfeif of them, which he eafily performed , his 
brothers wanting money to hire foldiers, and fo 
nor being able to make the leaft refiftance. 

His brothers thus driven out of the kingdom, 

. to the Pope for redreft, then in great vene- 
ration, becaute he then purfued no other intereft 
bucjuftice, who commanded Alfonfo t0 remit 
the difference to indifferent Judges,who necef-

in time he grew fo extream fat, that he 

was 
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was unable to perform, not only thoi'e great ex- 
ercifes incumbent on a foldier, but every Am¬ 
ple motion of the body; ye^fbr all that he cea- 
fed not to apply himfelfwvlth extream. diligence 
to profecute the greateft affairs of State , and 
where he could not in perfon be prefent,to fend 
fuch commands as fhewed him to be both of 
great experience and wifdom* 

He married with Uracca daughter to Alfonfo 
the eighth (or as others fay the ninth) King of 
G a file , and tenor* , or Elinor , daughter to 
Henry the fecond King of England , by her he 
had divers children , thefirft was Sancho , who 
fucceeded his father in the kingdom. Alfonfo 
the fecond fon, whom by right of his wife, was 
chofenDukcof Bologna , and afterwards came 
to 6e King of fortngah The third foft was cal¬ 
led Ferdinand^ who obtained the principality of 
Serpty and married Sancia Fernandez, daughter 
of Ferdinand Count of Caflilc. The fourth died 
a childe, called Vincenzo, The laft was a daugh¬ 
ter, called Leonora y arid was married to the 
King of Dacia, Alfonfo arrived to the eight 
and fortieth year of his age, and one and twen¬ 
tieth of his kingdom, Wheh in the year 12 ? 3* 
he was cotlftrained to pay the laft debt to na a 
ture. He was buried in Aloiaccia in a little 
Church built by himfeif,more for devotioii then 
magnificence. But after many years the Abbot 
Giorgio di MeU caufirig that little Church to be 
demotifhed, carried his bones to that of Sr; 
Vmccnzo j where thdy now repofe in a moft 
fumptuous fepulcher.

Under this King ( as many affirm) lived for 
certain time St. *Ant$nio , Protestor of the City 
of PadtHAy a Saint held in great veneration 
among the Roman Catholiques, he was a native 
of ' Lisbon , not fo much efteemed for the No¬ 
bility of his birth, as for hts holy life. 

■dlfonfiy taking away his extream fatnefs,was 
a man of a very comely prefence,and of fingular 
eloquence , his nature did make him pieafanc 
with ail, but onely thofe of his own blood,which 
fault in him did much diminifh his fubje&s 
love, and that general refpeft was due to him; 
though he was a man noted for covetoufnefs, 
yet he oftentimes gave great gifts to his friends, 
and always confumed the greatefl part of the 
revenue of the kingdom. The Portuguefes while 
his father vvas alive , did extreamly defire him 
for their King/but did not at all now lament his 
death; either becaufe new things always pleafc 
the people , or elfe becaufe he after his fathers 
aeath , fhewed himfelf indifferent from him- 
ieif, or from what they thought him ; whereup¬ 
on not being wholly like his Progenitors, he re¬ 
newed in his fubjefts their grief for their k>fs.

! OAnch* the fecond , whofucceeded his father 
Alfmfo , was born in Conimbrla the eighth 
day of September 1207.bringingfrom the womb 
fuch mortal infirmities, as made moft believe 
be would fooner arrive at the grave then the 
Crown, his mother having tried all humane 
remedies, applied her felf to divine, making a 
vow to God that if he lived paft his adolefcency, 
fhe would make him pafs the hood of the Reli¬ 
gion ; which vow fihe afterwards inviolably per¬ 
formed, whence he was by the vulgar as ridi¬ 
culous in words, as judgement, called Stncb* 
CucullatOy or the hooded Sanche. 

He took upon him the adminiftration of the 
Scepter at twenty fix years of age , not follow¬ 
ing the footfteps of his Predeceffors, in fludying 
ways to govern the kingdom, but fpending all 
his time either in Hot-houfe , or in a Bath , ot 
inventing other ways to recover his health. 

Thus nis infirmity having rendred him unapt 
to command, and the weaknefs of his body 
Hiving like wife weakned his wit and judge-; 
meat, be left both the rule of the kingdom and 
of himfelf to Muufters, who governing accord- 
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ing to their proper affe&ions, let him enjoy no 
more then the bare name of King. 

He joyned himfeif in marriage with Mejf\ 
Lofcz^ who although flie were of blood Royal, 
yet was by much too inferior a march for King 
Sancho , fo much the rather in chat fhe was 
widow to Alvaro de Caftro , a Cavalier of an 
ancient and Royal family, but not to compare 
with the Kings of Portugal . 

And he himfeif aflented to this match, more 
tofatisfie his favorites, then to any affe&ion 
that he had to it • which made the new Queen 
either to Chow her felf graceful to thofe had 
wifh’dher fovvell, or rather becaufe^fhe nurd 
in her bofom fome difhoneft delire, applied her 
felf extreamly to favor the favorites of the 
King. 

And thefe made proud by the love both of 
the King and Queen, omitted no way to op- 
prefs the fubje&s, to the prejudice of juHice, 
to the deftru&ion of the State: many of the 
prime Nobility made their complaints to the 
King, reprefenting to him the calamities of 
the people, the oppreflion of the Nobles , and 
thcrume of the kingdom , if he did not with a 
refolute hand put a ftop to the rafhnefs of thofe 
wicked men , who were bringing a deluge of 
miferies upon his Dominions. 

Th^ King at thefe complaints was extreamly 
moved, and overcome by thegoodnefs of his 
own nature, had refolved to chaftife fo publick 
a crimewith a publique punifhment ; but the 
Queen with her Artifices easily changed the 
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opinion of her husband , and made him believe 
that thofe accufations proceeded from envy, 
not from truth,whereupon laying the complaints 
of the o:her afide , thefe State-mothes oneiy 

! triumph in his love and in his faith. 

This made feveral Prelates incontaminated 
with their own intereft, but moved out of a 
real affeiVion to their Country, acquaint the 
pope with the weakness of the King, and the 
plots of the Queen , adjoyning that the mar¬ 
riage was celebrated in a prohibited degree, 

I there being between them too near confanguini- 
ty , and that neverthelefs they had not fought 
to the ApoftolickJe.nt for a difpenfation. 

Hereupon Gregory the ninth, with exhortations 
and admonitions prefixed a time to king Sancho 
to free himfeif from his wife, and withall to 
this purpofe fends as hisLegat Apoftolique, the 
Bifhop of Sabina, At the appearance of the Ri- 
Ihop the King made (how of an humble and 
ready obedience * but he being returned, he 
again receives his Queen into his embraces,from 
whence the Ample believed that he was either 
bewitched, or had had fome amorous potion ad- 
minified to him. . , 

The Queens favorites now again reftored, 
gave themfelves over to exercife the greateft 
infolencies imaginable , they defpoiled the peo¬ 
ple, difpofed Offices at pleafurc, made Julxtce 
it felf follow their humors, nor did there remain 
any thing either humane, or divine, which was 
not contaminated either by their cruelty * or

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Hereupon a great part of the Commonalty 
no longer able to comport their infolencies, led 
on by R*ntmdor,'go , took Arms, and comity 
in a tumultuous maner to the Palace, forced a- 
way the Qiieen, carrying her prifoner to a Ca- 
flle upon the confines of the kingdom, where 
they did not fear neither the authority, nor 
forceof the King. 

And becaufenot onely the licentioufnefs of 
the Queen, but theweaknefs of the King, did 
concur to the dettru£tien of the kingdom ; force 
Prelates had again recourfe to the Pope , who 
an a Synod then fitting, with the content of all,

King S«„cho the Second , died in the year

FA Lf$*(o the Third, who fucceeded Sancho 
/a the Second , was born in Commbna the 
of ^7,An:i2io,he was by his father,by reafon 
of his brothers uncertain health*-, educated with 
great diligence in thofe ftudies which might a- 
dapehim to Command ; but Sancho decei¬ 
ving the vulgar opinion, he was called by the 
Qjieen of France thither, who obliged him to 
marry Matilda^ Countefs of Bologna^ then Wi¬ 
dow of Fillip pie Crifpo y and Daughter of Fillippio 
Auguftino : Alfonfo was at the time of his mar¬ 
riage twenty feven years , and being of ftature 
great, ftrong of body, and of an invincible 
courage of minde, be was bv the Pope elei^cd 
Captain of thofe Knights of trie Crffciada^ who 
from France and other Provinces, were thought 
Worthy to carry their valor to the Holy War\ but 
he was diverted this Honor, by the neceflity of 
his return into Portugal, to put an end to thofe 
Troubles, which were moved by the ambition 
of fome, who prefuming upon Sancho 9 s pliable 
nature, were to aft a fell Tragedy upon the 
Stage of the kingdom. . 

At: his firft arrival he appeafed thofe Tumults 
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of the people raifed againfi the wickednefttf 
the evil Minifter^Who by reafon of his brothers 
Weaknefs did wWt they lift, and having after 
his death reduced all the Forrreffes of the king* 
domto his obedience , he addicted himfelf bj 
feverity , to purge avv.iy thofe vices which be¬ 
fore ruled even in the mod potent Perfonages. 
This made him envied and maligned of many, 
bat the glory of his fame did divert all opponent 
Ta&ions, and made him triumph over the im¬ 
prudence or obdinacy of the moft difobedient, 

Home-bred ftrsbeing quire pacified, he gave 
his mmde to the increafing and adorning of his 
kingdom * many places deftrOyed by continual 
Wars^ with the Moors , he peopled wirh noble 
Colonies , re-edifying many decayed Towers, 

and building many new Edifices : He like wife 
with an extraordinary liberality, erected mod 
ftacely Temples and Monasteries.-?' He inftiuited 
for the increafing of Commerce witfrhis Neigh¬ 
bor kingdoms, feveral folemn Fairs, delighting 
niuco m Traffick, and for the encouragement of 
it, reaming his Cuftoms. 

But chefe fingufar vertues of Alfonfo were 
darkned by a thick (Eadow of luft, not abftain- 
mg For to fattsfie his fenfe ‘from reducing the 
moft noble to his pleafuref.. Intereftof Stare 
makm»htm afraid to repudiate his wife, he con- 
*£ •«« a moft nefarious Marriage with Beatrice 
the illegitimate daughter of Alphenfo the Ninth 
KingofC^, and his Concubine Man* Vib 
I Jnis Beatrice was brought up with greater 
love, charge, and attendance, than any of AU 

phsnfo'S 
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fonfo’s children^ Alexander the fourth then 
Pope, moved with the tears of the Countefs of 
fokgn* , the complaints of her friends, and the 
indignity of thea&ion it felf, admonished him 
firftby Letters to remember both his wife and 
his duty as a Chriftian, but thofe faving docu¬ 
ments prevailed nothing with the (hut ears of 
deaf Alfonfo ; whereupon the Pope fulminated 
forth an excommunication againft him and his 
kingdom, prohibiting divine fervice throughout 
all his Dominions, hoping that thefe ceteftial 
arms might foften Alfonfo'$ obdurate breft ; but 
it prevailed nothing, till at length the death of 
the Dutchefs procured his pardon, which Urban 
the fixth granted , rather, to fatisfie the clamors 
of the people,‘ then out of his own genius, or 
that Alfonfo deftred ir. 

Beatrice now Crowned Queen , and thefuc- 
cejTion confirmed by the birth of two children, 
Alfonfo had a defire to profecuce a War againft 
the Moors ; but Lnfitania having no confines 
upon Mauritania , he procured to be inverted 
Kin® ©f t he confining Countries, dill poflef- 
fcd oy the Moors y and that done,he dravethem 
from the Confines, increafing his kingdoms 
glory, and his own reputation. 

Alfonfo had by Beatrice three fons, Djontpe 
or Denys , who fuccecded in the kingdom; 
Alfonfo who married with Violanfe daughter of 
Prince Emanuel y fon to Ferdinand the third 
®ng of Caftile • the third fon called Ferdinand, 
died in hisitifancy, he increafed the number .of 
Ms children by his amorous cpnjun&ions, thofo 
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thus begot were Egidius and FeyUwd , mid: 
Knights Templars ; Alfonfo , Dienjfio, or Dmji 
married to Maria Rlvcry; and laftly Ltomu 
wife to Count D. Gdz,z,ta dc Sottut , a man no 
lefs potent by bis great riches, then friends. 

Al M» wasblett with a moft comely countc- 
nance , fparkling eyes, a moft comely propor¬ 
tion of body, bat fo large chac ic ftruck no foull 
admiration into the King Scbafll,m , when he 
made him be taken out of his Sepulchre 5 yet 
was not his body more large then his foul was 
fublime ; he was excream, ptofufe in gifts,which 
made him- beloved by thofe who found them- 
ti j ° en '^ted by them; his prudence was by 
all admired, and amongft his vertues there was 
noh'ng wanting but a more ferious veneration 
of Religion greater gratitude towards his firft 
wife Matilda , and lefs difhonefty in his loves; 
in his latter days he was extreamly troubled 
with the gout, which fo tormented him, that 
impatient of his pain,he permitted himfelf to be 
transported by excefs of paffion. 

He died in Lisbon in the year 1270. at fixty 
nine years of age, and in the two and thirtieth 
year of his reign, not accounting till the death 
of h s brother Sancko, he was buried in the 
v-burch of St. Dominica , from whence his body 

was removed to thac of St. Vincent, and laid

Yet her anger couia not move him to admit 
herj fliare in the government, for he was often 
uiedtofay. That man was blame-worthy who be- 
7 ears ^age , cohU net mktrait 
himfelj without the help of others ; but that of all 
things it waemoft bafe to defire the aflijUncc of a

At the end of his life he left by will one hun¬ 
dred and forty thoufand t>ucats to be diftribu- 
ted amongft Religious men.

F Erdlnand thefirftof that Name, fucceeded 
his father Pedro , in the kingdoms of Pmu- 
and Algarve , he was born at Lisbon , in 
the year one choufand three hundred forty fc- 
vtn, and was the onely childe of Conftaneej 
daughter of D.Juan Emanuel x He arrived ac 
the Crown at the age of about two and twenty 
year*;, in the year 1369* as foon ashehadfini- 
niihed the Ceremonies of his Coronation, he 
profecuted the War his father had begun ag*inft 
the Moors, and in feveral battels drove them 
quite out of Algarve ; he built a Monattery 
upon a Promontory of Land , called Cafe St.

E Dward the firft of that Name > King of Per • 
tugal y was bom at the City of Braga, in, or 
about the year of our Lord one thouland three 
hundred ninety and two, he was educated du¬ 
ring his youth in all thofe excercifes befitting a 
a Prince under the tutorage of the Arch-Bifhop 
of Lisbon, in which he profited fo, that in his 
moft tender years, his great judgement was de- 
fervedly wondered at: after he had paft his mi¬ 
nority inftudies, hefeveral times accompanied 
his father in the Wars of Africa , where he 
fliowed great proofs of his magnanimity and cou¬ 
rage. 

He came to the Crown at the age of forty 
four years, or thereabouts, force report that 
being to have the Cerem6nies of his Coronati¬ 
on performed, the fame morning that the 
Crown was to be put upon’ his head, a Jew, one 
of his Phyficians, and a great Student in Aftro- 
logie , came to him, and falling down on his 
H?eps, very earneftly begged a boon of him; 
the King demanded What it was ? He anfwered, 
that his Majefty would be pleafed for feme days 
to defer his Coronation : The King wondring at 
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oftran^e a reejueft, demanded,what it did con- 
crn him ? To which he anfweredthat ic did 
ot onely concern him, but all his Majefties 
jithful fubjefts, and the whole kingdom of 
Wmf, for that hy his skill in Aftrology he 
ad found, that if he then proceeded to the 
Memory, his reign would bebothfliort and 
nfortunate. Ac this the King was fomewhac 
ardedat firft, and feemed as if he would con¬ 
fer of k ; but after very little deliberation, 
ither out of magnanimity, or misbelief of that 
Ire, he commanded the Ceremony to pro- 
-ed- 

Whether this were true , or no, that he was 
ms forewarned, cannot be confidently affirm- 
:d 5 bur moft certain it is, that in that fhorc 
Irae of five years reign , he was very unfortu* 
ute, loofing feveral battels to the Moors in 
Africa , and was in very great probability to 
ave utterly loft what ever his father had gained 
ponthacCoaft. 

He was married long before he came, to the 
-fawn, and had four children, to wit, two 
Mies, Ferdinand ,who died an Infant; Alfo»[* f 
fucceeded him in the kingdom ; and two 
«males, Joane, married to the King of CajhlCt 
iod Leon \ and Leaner a, married to theEmpe- 
or Ferdinand 9 and mother to the Emperor 
Mtximilian. A 

He died, after he had reigned five years, ana 
te with fueh bad fuccefs, that it vvas thought 
*7 many to have accelerated his end : Hew

w Iful in his refolves, and refufing any counfel, 
bur mod extreamly ©utragious when he was 
thwarted in any thing he had defigned, thoug 
with never fo apparent fyrriptomes of reafon, 
which many have attributed to be d^caufecf 
allhisdifafters.

Thefc Articjes were {hut up, or concluded, 
yvith ableffing upon fuch kings as fhouldobferve 
and keep them, and a curfe on thofe who fhould 
break or violate them.

ded to them , fignifying , That in cafe (which 
God forbid) that the K 'irg which then was , or ms 
SuccsjforSj fhould not obferve this Agreement , or 
fhould procure a Difpenfation for this Oath y the 
three States of the kingdom might freely deny ftw- 
yffion and obedience to the King , without being 
guilty , either of Perjury or Treafin: 

Though thefe Articles were thus fworn to, 
and the Cardinal Albertm Archduke of Auflna 
fon to the Emperor, and Nephew to the King 
of ^.appointedVice-king of Portu g al y PMif 
the&cond durft not inperfon yet leave the king¬ 
dom; for he perceived by their murmurs ana 
vifiblc difeontents, that their fubmiffion to him 
proceeded more out of fear then love, and t at 
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as he had in a momenc gain^dfeha?kingdomjb * 
he fhould as foon loofe it; if he lheuld buc give 
them the lead opportunity. 

For that the people were highly difeontented, 
might eaidy appear by their attentive lifting 
after old prophefies, among which was one of an 
ola Hermit who told Alphonfo the firft Kirr of 
* ortng.il, of the great viftory that he fhould ob* 
tain over the five Kings of the Moors, that he 
and his poftenty fhould reign happily King of 
Portugal but that in the fixteenth generation his 
line fhould fail, but that God at length fhould 
have mercy again upon them, and reftore them.

the fame King Alphonfo, ( t h e original

?n admirable prudence bis pafiion ( 
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any) for thefe Difconcents; for he'knew the 
onely way to win this Nation to an obedience 
and complyance, muftbe lenity at firft , what 
ever he intended to pra&ice afterwards, and 
that he had by his exa& keeping of his Word and 
Oath, won much upon this people, appears in 
thac during his whole Reign , and the Reign of 
his Succeflor Philip the Third, who followed his 
fathers foot-Heps, though not with that craft 
and diflinaulation, they made no attempts, cor 
were inclinable to a Revolt , which the enfuing 
Story will evidence. 

Don Antenio Prior of Crato, the bafe born fon 
of Lems the Infante, who had by the tumultua¬ 
ry Rabble, on the Death of King j Henry, been 
hefted King, being expulfed Lisbon by the For¬ 
ces of the Duke TP Alva % fled from thence into 
France^ to the protection of that Quifen, who 
(in regard that her Claim was exploded both by 
tnt Spaniard and the Portugal , as an outworn 
Tide, and injurious to all the kings of Portugal 
ever finee, as unjuft Poffeffors) had long endea¬ 
vored to excite Queen Elizabeth of EvgUnl 
againft the Spaniard , and to forewarn her and 
other Princes to beware of his increafing power, 
who now enriched with the addition of Portugal, 
Faff’India , andtnany Ifles in the Atlantic 
lea, might in time overfhadow all his neighbo¬ 
ring Princes , and therefore advifing that it be¬ 
hooved them to think of fomeway to curb his 
Ambition betimes, and reftrain his too farex- 
into fame reasonable limits. 

Which advice of hers. Queen Elizabeth eafily

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lined coo, being always providently careful of 
her own, and herSubjefts. fafety * fore-feeing 
how dangerous theover-fwelling Power of that 
Prince would be, both to Her and her Domini¬ 
ons, and therefore though foe thenentred net 
into a prefent War wirh him, yet when Don An- 
torn came over to her with Recommendations

eternal honor, rigged and fet out ct

With this Fleet Don Antonio , with feme few 
Portugal* fee Sayl out of England\ having before 
loaden the Engiifh with great promifes of the re¬ 
covery of this kingdom , alluring them that the 
Portuguefes would be ready upon his appearance 
to revolt from the Spaward , and that Mulej 
Hamet King of Morocco % would alfift him with 
twenty thoufand men. 

The firft place that the Englifli Fleet putin- 
to, was the Groyne in Galhcta , the bale town of 
which they eafily took, but attempting the higher 
town were twice repul fed, and forced to raife 
their fiege, upon advice,that the Condy di 
Andrada had gathered Forces at Burges Bridge , 
aftd that the Gondydi A It amir a was coming 
with more, purpofing to befiege them in the 
bafe town, and fo cut off their way to their 
lb l ps ; which Norris refolvedto prevent, and 
therefore with a fufficient force marched 
againli them , overthrew them, and had the 
llaughter of them for three miles together, and 
two days after having burnt and pillaged the vil¬

Hence the Land-forces under the Command 
of Sir John Norris marched dire< 5 Hy, and with 
all poffible fpeed towards Lisbon^ about Sixty 
miles diftant, Drake promifing to follow with 
the Fleet by the way of the River Tagus. The 
Army being arrived at Lixbon , though they had 
before at a Councel of War, determined to en¬ 
camp on the Eaft-fide of the town, the better to 
bar fuccours from coming out of Spain , now con¬ 
trary to their own refolutions, fat down before 
Sc. Kathermes fuburbs on the Weft-fide, where 
as at firft they found no refinance, fo they found 
little help,but what the prayers of fome few dif- 
armed men gave them, who now and then cried 
out,GW [avethe King Antonio ; and indeed other 
help they could not afford him, Albertus Arch¬ 
duke of Anftria the Vice-Roy having before dtf- 
armed the Portugals. . , 

The next day when the Engiifh, weary With 
their long march, betook themfelves to their 
reft, the Spanifh Garifotl tallied out upon them, 
who were at firft refifted by Bret and his Com¬ 
panies, till more coining up to their 
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forced the Spaniards to give back thcvaiianc 
Earl of EfltXy chafing them to the very gates,

Cafeaisj a fmall town at the mouth of the river, 
the Spaniards following them at a diftance, but 
sot ever daring to fall into their Rear, The 
town of Cafcais they took, blew up theCaflle, 
and fo, notwithftanding all the intreacies of Bon 
rr nt9mo ' fet Sa y l for England, firing in their way 
P° r ^town deferted of its inhabitants. 

This and feme finally buftles with one or two 
Counterfeit Sebafiians not worth mentioning, 
were the onely ftorms, that hapned in this king- 
T® during the reigns of Phillip the fecond, and 
third,- for cney keeping their words in tno& 
tmngs, though fome of their priviledges they in- 
,£| ed ’ ^ad brought the people to a vvil-* 
liB^nefs to fee their {laves , whereas Phillip the

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^eroment to Count Olivares, (whothough with¬ 
out doubt an able Statefman, yet would feem to 
have away in policy by himfelf, which no body 
elfe could underftand the reafons of) loft the 
whole kingdom, and all its Territories. 

For fuch was the new rigorous, ways which he 
would preferibe in the Government of Catalo¬ 
nia and Portugal , both people very tender of 
their Priviledges, the leaft breach of which 
fhould hive been feconded by a potent Force 
to have fupprcflfed them, in cafe they fhould 
attempt an Infurre&ion, when inftead of having 
fuch power in readinefs, the Catalonian? had ra¬ 
ther opportunity given them to rebel, and fpurs 
to provoke them to make life of the opportunity; 
for fome foldiers being fcatteringfy quartered 
among them, but too few to curb them, they 
looked upon that as a greater intrenchment upon 
their liberties than any before, and a dehgn 
utterly to enflave them : wherefore converting 
their patience into fury, they took Arms, iiiafla- 
cred thofe foldiers, flevv their Viceroy, and put 
themfelves under the French Prore&ion.

Whereunto 
fhe readii y replyed , That though fhe was fifter to 
the King of Spain , jet fhe was wife to the King of 
France, 

After fome Difcourfe in French, herMajefty 
began to fpeakto them in spanifh $ which they 
obferving, defired to know wherefore her Ma- 
jefty had not vouchfafed them that favor foon- 
er, it being a Language by them better under- 
ftood > To which the Queen jeftingly anfwer- 
ed, For fear they fhouldbe frighted to hear her 
fpeak Spanish *, and the Embauador to improve 
the jeft, replyed , Como a tam Grand Sigtiora fi, 
fero como a Cafliliano no , that it was true con¬ 
futing her Greatnefs, but not her Countrey; 
The Queen fmilingly went on, promifing them 
allaffiftance poflible, and vvifhing all profperity 
to King John and his Queen ^ and fo they ha¬ 
ving delivered her Majelty a Letter from the 
Queen of Portugal, took their leave. _ 

From her Majefty they went to vifit his Emi-* 
nence the Cardinal Rich lieu , who being adver- 
tifed of their coming, came forward to the 
third Chamber to meet them, where he recei¬ 
ved them with expreflions of great affect ton, 
and promifes and proffers of fervices, and from 
thence conducted them to his own Chamber* 
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Being all three face, the Cardinal (^howa$ 
the moft experienced and greateft Statefmanof 
his timej difcourfed with them of divers affairs 
of great importance, and they endeavored to 
explain to his Eminence what was before his 
fentiment, that it very much imported the two 
Crowns of* France and Portugal to be united by 
an indiflbluble League, confidering that it was 
the chief and principal end and aim of the Houfe 
of Auftria, (whofe branches werefpread overal- 
moft all Fur op ) not onely to be the greateft, 
but to be the'foie and oheiy'Monarch of Ck'n 
ftendom i That to effect thofe ambitious defires, 
he hadbever made fcruple to ufurp andfeize 
upon Kingdoms and States upon the leaf): pre¬ 
tences imaginable,as had appeared in the king¬ 
doms of Naples , Sicily, Navarre, the Dutchyof 
Millan, and lately feveral States in Germany, fei- 
zing upon the Vdltoll /^whereby they had apaf- 
fage open to lead an Army of Germans into 
Italy' at plealure. r ; 1 

That confidering the vftft power and intereft 
that this Family had , not onely in Europe, but 
alfoin America , ■ it could not but be confeffed 
that they had a large foundation of their imagi¬ 
nary univerfal Monarchy • but that nothing 
gave them lo great hopes, as the polfeffion of 
Portugal . 

_ For by the addition of that* Kingdom to the 
Crown olcaftile, they became abfblute Matters 
not onely of all Spain, but of all the Eak-Indies , 
of all the Eaftern Trade of Ethiopia, Perfta, ^ 
ra ia ’ c k' m a , Japan y and all that incredible 
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out of the Portugal Traf- 
fick,whereby the Auftrian Greatnefs (if not their 
Monarehy)was pr incipally fuftained, that there¬ 
fore it concerned all States whatfoever, not 
onely to put a flop to the laving Tyranny of .

That to do this', none was more concerned, 
or more able, than the Kingdom of F ranee uni-* 
ted with that of Portugal : That this having bm 
called the Right Arm (as Catalonia the Left) of 
that great Auftrian Colojfus, now both being fe- 
parated from it, and united to France , will Be 
able to do greater fervice againfl it, than they 
were ever forced to do for it, not onely by af- 
faulting the Spaniard within his own doors , biit 
by intercepting the Plate-Fleft l ,‘ which in its re¬ 
turn from the Weft-I ndie's , it being neceflany 
forced to pafs by the Terccra Iflands, muff run in 
danger of the Portugiiez Fleet, or be forced to 
be kt the charge of an extraordinary Convoy*

That many Popes had 
been fo fafeinated to the intereft of their own 
family, that the world had very great occafion 
to believe, that their defigns tended rather to 
what was beft for themfelves, then to what was 
bed indeed: That the Portugal Nation, had as 
much reafon todiftruft the Sea of Rome as any, 
whilft they had to their coft had examples how 
they onely purfued their own ends. As particu¬ 
larly Gregorj the thirteenth, who at firft feemed 
fo affe&ionate to the kingdom of Portugal , that 
he imployed the uemoft of his power for the in¬ 
tereft of his own family, approved of all that 
King had done; That there was none .who had 
more to give, or at teaft who had more to pro- 
mife, then the Catholique King , fo that aay 
bufinefs of competition he mutt necenariiy gain 
the better. 

But notwithflanding all thefe Arguments to

Hereupon feveral Manifefto’s are fcattered 
abroad by the two Spanifh Ambaffadors, the 
Marquefs De lot Vclei,2.n& D. John Chiumarrero , 
labouring to prove that his Holinefs ought non 
to receive the Ambaffadors of the Duke of Bra- 
yaeA ,as they ftiled him. Firft becaufe he was a 
tyrant, and ufurper of that Kingdom, which had 
been in the quiet poffeffion of the Catholick 
King thefe fixey years. Secondly ,becaufe he was 
a Rebel, and a perjured perfon having fworn 
Allegiance to the Catholique King; Thirdly, 
that the reception of thefe Ambaffadors would 
animate other Subje&s of the Catholique King 
to Rebellion. 

But whilft the Spanish Ambaffadors are vio¬ 
lently {hooting fuch Paper-Bullets, the Porta - 
g«f/«ufed all their endeavors, both by them 
felves,and the French Ambafladors,(who had ex- 
prefs order from the moft Chriflian King his 
Mafterto that purpofe,) to prevail with the 
Pope, to give them audience, and admit theic 
Embaflfy: but his Holinefs was fa fearful to dif- 
pleafc the Spaniard , left he (hotild afterwards 
take occafion to revenge himfelf upon his Ne¬ 
phew’s,that he utterly declined their reception, 
yet not out of any of the Spaniards Allegations, 
but upon pretence that certain of the Church 
Rites had been violated in Portugal ; che Arch- 
bifliop of Braga , and other Ecclefiaftical per¬ 
fons, being kept iti durance, though it was for 
very good reafons, as hereafter {hall appear.

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Yet the Spaniards were not content with this 
refoluuon of his Holinefs, but (whilft the P* r . 
tHgals were endeavoring to prove their caufe,by 
both Political and Legal Declarations, : Alle¬ 
gations, and Arguments,) fearing left the Pope 
might chance to alter his mind, refolvedto 
to make a quick difpatch of the bufinefs, and to 
that purpofe two hundred Banditi,iN£ re hired to 
feize upon the Bifhop of Lamego , and carry him 
to Naples, as the Prince of Sans had been before 
ferved by them, and there put to death. 

But this defign, themfelves at length could 
not agree upon, for the Marquefs De Los Vein, 
thought it would be better and lefs dangerous 
to give the Portugal ra publique affront in the 
City, which was concluded to be put in effeft, 
and to that purpofe it was communicated to the 
reft of the Nation, (whereof upon feveral occa- 
fions there are always many in Rome) who affem« 
oled together well armed at the Ambaflfadors 
Palace: and fo great is the power of Revenge:

On which day rne Bi¬ 
fhop of Lamego going to vide the French Am- 
baflidoi,one ot his recinue obfervec*,that he was 
dog’d by a Spanijh fpie ; whereupon a Counter- 
fpy was fent to the Marquefles to bring intelli¬ 
gence what they were doing there, who bronghc 
word to the French Atnbaffadors, that there was 
great preparations of Coaches and Mem where¬ 
upon the French,Portugal!, and Catalonians, af- 
fetnbled, and armed themfelves withPtfiols and 

Fire-locks, to convoy home the Bifhop.

Whilft the.fe great preparations fot Hoftilicy 
were,made, the. Queen brought forth into the 
world a fecoivd Son to HisMajefty, but firft 
childe after became to the Crown, w^ h added to 
the magnificence of his chriftning* he was named 
AlfonfO) and his brother Tbeodojto dying before 

his Father* fucceeded * n c ^ e Kingdom, and is ac 
prefent King pf Portugal, 

Many Skirjiufhes had paffed between the 
Cfftilians and Portuguese, many town had been 
furprized f many panels, wafted, but never hap¬ 
pened a fet-battel between them till in the year 
1 544 . when both Armies met nponthe border 
of Portugal in a field called Campo Major • The 
Spanifh Army which for the moff part.confuted 
of Grangers * was under the Command of the 
Marquefs of Forrecufa , and the Portugal Army 
confiding of natives* and feme tew Hollanders% 
were commanded by Maccblas de Albuquerque* 
This fight was maintained with, all poftible 
courage and refolution on both fides; but the 
Spaniards being more numerous, efpecially m 
horfe, at length put the whole Port ague ft Army 
in diforder, feized on their whole Artillery, and 
baggie* and flew Al^erejues liorfe under 
ftm, took many prisoners, and affured them- 
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felve> of an abfoluteviffcory* But fortune which 
had thus'favourably fgniled upon them in thebe- 
ginning of the day, frowned as harihly upon 
them in the conclufion ; for Albuquerque bein^ 
remounted, rallied again his fcactered forces,^ 
charged the purfuitag Spaniards, put them to a to¬ 
tal rout,*and purfued the chafe for above 3 mile?. 
In this battel the Caftt bans loft 1600 men upon 
the place, anjongit which were the Lieutenant 
General, the General of the fhorfe, the Gene¬ 
ral of the Artillery, the Count de Afontixo^ five 
Gamp-mafters 5 two Adjutants of horfe, three 
Serjeant Majors, three and twenty Cornets, to¬ 
gether with many Knights of the order of $r* 
James CalatravaZc Alcantaraitbtxz Were taken 
about four thoufand Arms, and a thoufand horfe. 

On the Porttiguefe fide there were not above 
three hundred flain,, , among, which Were two 
Camp-tmttets,- one Serjeant Major, a Captain 
of horfe, arid eight of foot , but many Noble- 
® en ? Commanders, and Officers taken prifo- 
ners m the firft encounter, were carried away 
by the Spaniards in their flight. 

It was not long after this Battel, that the 
Marquefs De MontaWan, D. George Mafcantrti 
Lord Treafurer, Prefident of the Council of the 
a nd Councellof of Eftate, with fome o- 
tbers, were imprifoned upon fufpition of a Con- 
fpiracy againft the King of Portugal : but it be- 
ing upon Examination found that the fufpition 
E;™ C Spaniards cunningly raifed, tode- 
pnve Kin» John of his mod able Minifters, and 
ma * c w °rfd believe the PortUguefe Nobi- 
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fcy were dhcontemed with their King ; they 
were fetar liberty , and their Honors fully re¬ 
paired by a proclamation of the King?. 

For me Spaniards ceafed not by all means 
and devices , which the will and policy of the 
tnolf wicked StateC-men could invent,not onely 
to weaken rhe Portuguese Ration within itfelr* 

W breeding dilcontenrs fifpofijble) between 
the King ahd the three Efiares, but likewife to

John of Portugal about the beginning of the year 
1640. thought his Son the Prince 7 heodofio arri¬ 
ved at an age fitting to kcep.a Court of himfelf, 
iodoings were therefore appointed for him,divi¬ 
ded from the Royal Palace, and Officers of his 
houlhold nominated and appointed by the King, 
amongft whom the Earls ©f Villa nova,o( Miran¬ 
da, of VaUereis & Fernanda,Tellez, de Menezez, 
(who had formerly been governour of the City 
of Port,) were entrufted as the principal Gen¬ 
tlemen of his Chamber. 

The King likewife thought fit to adde a third

Notwitbftanding the Truce, the Hollanders

The commotions of die Parilians againft the 
King of France, had given the Spaniard great 
hopes of better fuccefs then they had many 
years had, but the middle of the year 1649.

To this large Speech of forced and known 
flattery, if we refped it m relation to the per- 
fons it was fpoke to, (though moft true m thoie 
particulars relating tothcfyglfi Nation'whilft 
monarchical) was anfwered by the Rebel., 
alarge Harange o£ the injuries they fuppofed 
done them by the proteaioirof Pnnce Pufcrtf 
Fleet, andfeizure of the EngUfli Mercha^s 
Ships and Goods,concluding that they mutt have

reparation made for the publique damage of die 
Commonwealth , which they would be vviilin* 
to accept or in any honorable manner, and were 
willing to that purpofe , if the Aonaffadorhad 
fufhcienc power to treat with him to that 
effeift. 

In fumme, after fometime the Count Del So 
Lord Chamberlain of the Kingdom of Pomul 
arrived in England , in the quality of an Ambaf- 
fador extraordinary,who after many Conferences 
Addrefies and large Offers made, obtained a 
Peace, upon condition to reply great Sums of 
monyes towards the fatisfa&ion of the Ioffes of 
the Engli ili Merchants. 

During the flay of this Ambafladpf, his bro¬ 
ther D.Pantaleon Sa , Knight of Malta, led by I 
hnow not what frantick rmdnefs,madea gieac 
uproar upon the New Exchange in Londen ) 
where fome EngHjh were by him and his fol¬ 
lowers murderedffor which feveral of his retinve 
Were hanged, andhimfelf, notwithftandingthe 
earneft felicitations of his brother, afterwards 
beheaded Upon Tower-hill, when the govern¬ 
ment of England was changed from a ftrange 
Kinde of Commonwealth, to a flranger kindeof 
Monarchy,under a Prote&or. 

But to return back again to the affairs of the 
Kingdom of Portugal The Earl of Caflle Mel* 
her who had been lent Vice-Roy into Bravle, 
nad r 0 good fuccefs, chat with the afflflance of 
™“ c f **/*“£**(" before in the Kingdom, he 
p« ed the Hollanders out of all their Garrifons 
there, except the ftrong Forerefs of Recife which 

was 
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was built upon a Rock wholly invironed by the 
Sea. This animated the United States of the 
Netherlands, to <zndzavo\it a revenge and reco¬ 
very of that country, and to that end and pur¬ 
pofe, a Potent Fleet was fet out, and notwith- 
ftanding the very earnefl endeavours, and large 
offers of th tPortuguefe Ambaffador at th zH*gnc % 
fet fail to reconquer that Kingdom, but not with 
that iuccefs which was expe&ed, for the expedi¬ 
tion proved wholly fruiclefs, and after fo great 
an expence,the States were fo highly difeonten- 
ted, that the Admiral \wittifon was arrefled at 
the Hagne^ to anlvver luch things as fhould be 
objected againft him concerningthac voyage. 

It much concerns that King who hath to deal 
with enemies too potent for him, to ftrengthen 
himielf with fuch Alliance^ as may mofl advan¬ 
tage him, and end a mm age his foe; This confe¬ 
deration made King John of Portugal , about 
the year i< 5*2. fend an Ambaffador to the 
young Duke of Savoy ^ (who by reafon of the 
feituation of his Country,had good and frequent 
opportunity to annoy the Cacholique King,) 
and divert him from turning his whole Force up¬ 
on this Kingdom) offering reciprocal Marriage 
between that Duke and his Daughter, and the 
young Prince Theodofo and Savoys Sifler* But 
this his intention, was I fuppofe diverted, if not 
wholly hindredby the great power of Cardinal 
Mazarine in France , who defined one of his 
Nieces as a fit match for Eugeni™ young Duke 
of Savoy* f . 

’ris not at all fafe nor fit for a Subjeft to 

grow 
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growcoarich.sc leaftnot toexceedhisSoveraign 
in Treafure, forfjethereby layes him 1 elf open 
to the envy and fufpicioia of his Prince, nor is it 
poflible that any who hath managed a publique 
employment, can be fo without faults, as that 
fomewhat cannot be laid co his charge to render 
him atji Kings mercy. 

_ Sufficient example of this we have in D. Phil¬ 
lip de Mafcareudas Vice-Roy of Goa , in the 
Eajl-fndies, who having for many years officia¬ 
ted in thar high imployment, had gathered up an 
infinite Mafs of Riches, and now being called 
home, thought in peace and tjuiet to enjoy what 
with a penurious and indullrious hand he had 
been many years ftoring up: but the King being 
informed that he had indeed fuch a vafte treafure 
in Gold, Diamonds, Pearls and other Jewels, as 
he could not with his own honor or fafety per¬ 
mit a Subje& to enjoy, ealily found out them 
who were ready to form complaints againft him, 
which were as readily liftned to by the Kings 1 
Couficel, who presently drawing up a charge a- ■ 
gatnft him, for having ufed an arbitrary power, 
oppreued, and abufed the Subjefts, and Mer¬ 
chants trading thither, &c. caufed the Ship 
wherein he came, with all the riches laden on it, 
to be feized on for the Kings ufe, and himfelf 
for fometime imprifoned, nor had it been a won¬ 
der if he had made a forfeiture of his life, as well 
asofthegreateftpart of his Eftate. 

The ftrength of the Hollanders at Sea, had 
been the greateft ©bftacleiothe Pormgtee/e, not 
wholly regaining there ancient polTeflion in A*- 

at/#, 
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y^but theWars wherein the Hollanders hid 
involved themfelves with England , proving fo 
oowerful a,diverfion,the Pomguefe took the ad¬ 
vantage to reduce Recife which with feverat 
Forts tbatencompaffedit, and iome few other, 
were the onely places that held out againft 

^Ao'ainft this therefore with a fufficient Land- 
force 0 , came Don Francifco Barreto governor .of 
Pernambuco , (whiltt rhe Portugttefe Navy con¬ 
fiding of 65 Sayl blocked it up by Sea ,) and 
firft by ftorm took the Foix of S alme and thence 
coming before that of Burracco , found it already 
abandoned ? and blown up be the defendants: 
be next proceeded to the new Fortrefs,the next 
and ftrongeft Fort to that of Reef , and well 
manned and munitioned. Thus having made a 
fturdy refinance, was at length forced by the 
Portugal , which fo amazed the Hollander s y that 
though they had fifteen hundred men, and fix 
months provifions in Recif > yet they agreed to 
yield it upon honorable rearms on the %6 of fa- 
wary 1 6 54. being twenty four years after they 
had taken it from the Portugal*.

That the General fhould have twen¬ 
ty pieces of brafs ordinance^ from four Pound- 
Bullet to eighteen , withal their furnitures, be- 
fides all neceflary Iron-guns, for the defence 
of the Ships chat fhould be afforded them for 
their tranfportatiOn, with convenient fupplyes 
of ammunition and provifion, according to the 
thirteenth Article before recited: That General 
Sigifmond, and all his Officers of War, fhould 
have,liberty to carry away or fell all his or their 
goods or (laves. That lick or wounded perform 
fhould have liberty to flay till they recovered, 
hut the Governour would not condefcend tore- 
feafe thofe Hollanders which were pri(oners be¬ 
fore this furrendry: A general pardon was gran¬ 
ted to all rebells, chiefly to Amboyna, Mendaz, 
and all other Indians and Negroes, but they 
were not to have the honor to march out with 
their Arms. In fum , the fupream Coimcel at 
Reuf > did oblige themfelves for the furrendring 
of thefe places, upon the figning of thefe Arti¬ 
cles, and for the delivering up thelflandof 
Parnam, Viaca, Noroga, Riogrand , Paraiba , and 
Tamarica , upon the fame conditions for the in¬ 
habitants, as had been granted to thofe of Recif 
. Thefe Articles were figned and delivered on 
hoth fides, at the Camp at Taborda, on the 18 of 
January 1653., and Conditions on both fides 
pundually obferved. Thus did the Hollander 

look 
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loofe all their Acquifls in Brazil* , which lo ex¬ 
asperated thofe high and mighty States , that at 
the coming into Holland of myn Heer Sigifmon- 
d» Schop , who had there, been ^General or their 
Militia , they caufed him to be imprifoned, and 
tried for his life by a Conned of War, but not- 
withftanding endeavors of his enemies, he was 
acquitted. 

Not were the Vorttfgals at home lets for* 
unite againft their neighbor enemy the Sf*- 
niards , for to omit many petty skirmifties,in- 
roades made by them withal fuccefs defirable in 
the fummer 16,4. D. Antonio D’ Albuquerque 
General of the portuguefe horfe, taking an ad¬ 
vantage upon a party of CafliltMs t which lay up¬ 
on the Borders neer Aronchet^ under the com¬ 
mand of Count D' Amarmhe , fet upon them, 
flew their General Amaranthc , and took fix 
hundred horfe and farther animated with this 
fuccefs , and the knowledge he had that a vigo¬ 
rous profecution is the onety mother of a true 
victory , purfued them with a Army of 3000 
Foot and x 500 Horfe , eight leagues into their 
own Country, as far as the old and flrong Cattle 
of D' Olttce , while encouraging his Souldiers, 
(made valorous by their former good fortune! 
he refolved to attacque, and with continued 
batteries, and ftorms fo weariedout theenemy, 
that after four days fiege they yeilded upon 
compofirion, and Aliuqutrquo looking upon it 
as a place confiderable, both for the countenan¬ 
cing of ineurfions into the enemies country, 
and keeping in awe the town of Xtrts } whic ^ 
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hard by , having repaired it and placed in it a 
firong Garifoh, returned. 

About the beginning of the year 1655. D. 
Trancijo De Ferrara Rabclla arrived in Eng- 
/W,with Commiifion from the king of Vernal 
as Agent, to Oliver Cromwel , who then iwayed 
here under the title of Pro'e&or, to make a 
mo e firm confirmat ion of the Peace with Eng¬ 
land , and to advife,I fuppofe,about carrying on 
the War with Spain • which when Cromwel had 
given fome reafons 10 nuke the world believe 
he would commence againft chat Cacholick Mo¬ 
narch , and how much fuch a War was for the 
intcreft of Portugal ^ none will doubt who have 
read the foregoing fiory, which made King John 
court that Englilh Ufurper, with more fubmif- 
nel* and complacency, by both harbouringfiis 
Fleets, andiending prefents to his Generals, 
then otherwife his Genius would have permit¬ 
ted bun to have done , any way in prejudice of 
England; lawful KING. In the mean time 
the death of Pope Innoccntiw the Tenth > 
made D. Francifco de Souza, Ambaffador at 
for the King of 'Portugal , make new ad- 
drefles to Alexander thr, levcnth his Succeffor, 
for confirmation of the Church Officers in that 
Kmgdoiiiy for he had never had anv full grant 
from Innocent*, but now the Spanifb Arnbaffadors 
oppofed themfeJves more then ever, and by 
peme? of-the .Queen of Sweden s who wholly 
employed hcrin erefi for the benefit of that 
rv^on, endeavoured to fruftrace even the For 
wgtsjts hopes, nay fo defperatc was the Spa* 
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m^TrnaUce, that they laid feveral defigns to 
murther the Portugal Ambaffador, but allI 
ved ineffectual.

The lois of this place was a great blow to the .

way into the Country : but this the King of Spain 
refolved fliould be but a beginning of his con- 
queft (if poffible) of this Kingdom , for he Dill 
made all preparations he could to aflaultitwith 
2 greater force, and nor onely endeavoured this 
with might and main to opprefs it himfelf, but 
by ms Ambafladors fohciced the States General 
of the United Provinces to fend their Vice-Ad¬ 
miral Opdam with < he Fleet he then had before 
Dantzjck^ into Portugal \ to demand fatisfa&ion

The High and Mighty States eafily liflnedco

^ vvas ^ ent t0 Lisbon carrying with 
m i, Commiflioners from the Stares to 
atvin * ' l ^ ermnc k, which the Queen Regent 
ma Council thought to unreafonable, that they 
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couId~not return any fatisfa&ory anfwer to 
them, whereupon the Commiiiioners departed. 
But opdam ftill flayed with his Fleet to wait 
an opportunity of catching the Brattle Fleet in 
their return home, many of which notwithftan- 
ding the care and endeavours of the Portu- 
guejes to prevent it, he made prize of, and fenc 
into Holland . 

By this means was the War which for many 
years, had been maintained between the Hol¬ 
landers and Portugals on the other fide the line, 
transferred to this fide, which the King of 
Trance endeavoured by all meanes poffible, be¬ 
fore it 3 s eruption to prevent, and afterwards to 
compofe by his Amballadors Monfieur del hou in 
Holland , and the Sieurde Comings in Portugal, 
but to no effe&. 

Thus aflauleed by two potent Nations, both 
by Sea and by Land were the Portuguefes , which 
yet made them net at all falter in their courage 
and refolution , the generous Queen Regent 
caufing all poffible Leavyes to be made to op- 
pofethe Caftihan , fending into Barbary to buy 
borfes, and by Leagues abroad endeavoring to 
(Lengthen the intereft of the Kingdom, an 
Ambaflador wasfent to that purpofeinto Eng¬ 
land, to renew and confirm the Amity before 
concluded on, and many conferences there 
were between the Archbilhop of Goa, who had 
before been Ambaflador in France , and the 
Sieur de Comings , fo that many were in hopes 
that the Match between the King of Fratice$Ln& 
the infanta would have gone forward, and an 
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indiffoluble League both defenfive & offenfive, 
been concluded between the two Nations* 
And to jryn force to policy, a gallant Army 
of about fixteen thouiand Foot, and three 
thoufknd Horfe, a* I Portuguefe:, took the field, 
andin revenge for the lofs of Olmnza ,laid fiege 
t oMourW) which in three or lour day - they took 
by ftorm,putti g 1500 Spaniards to the Sword, 
and refoived to proceed to the regaining of Bn. 
iajQXy and Olivenz a and to that purpofe mar¬ 

ching without oppofit'on by Cay a , (which they 
left fortified^) they came to the Fort of St.cbri- 
jfopher , the ftrongeft hold of the City of Bi¬ 
day ox , which they feveral days battered , and 
thrice (formed, but were beaten off, yet at the 
length they took it, and fo fecurely entrenched 
themfe! ves about the whole City* 

The Duke of Offima General of the Cajiilitn 
horfe, having notice of this (freight fiege ofthe 
City, endeavoured with fixteen hundred Horfe 
to cut off their convoys and provifions; but the 
Count del Prado governour of Pivot , receiving 
advice of his defign,(allied out of the City with 
three companies of Horfe, and all the Footle 
had to prevent him, by which means o ffim was 
encompaffed on both (ides, for at the fame time 
that he was on the other part charged by Don 
Andrea D* Albuquerque General of the Portugal 1 
horfe* and that with fo much gallantry that they 
prefently difeomfited their enemies, (lew four 
hundred upon the place, took three hundred 
prifoners, and forced the Duke of ofjwta to fave 
himfelf byfwinmng. 
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This happy fuccefs encouraged them to re- 
turn with more alacrity to the fiege, which 
they profecuted with all vigor poflible , and on 
the three and twentieth oijtme , (formed and 
took a Redoubt which was palifadofedbut at 
length when they had fpent much time, blood, 
and treafure,they wefe enforced by the power¬ 
ful Army of Don Lewis de Haro to raife their 
Siege. 

for the King of Spain 'exfperated with the 
lofs of Matron , and fearing likewife to loofe 
Bday ox, had rallyed a great Army, which he 
committed to the care of his favorite Don Lewis 
deHaro , who not onely with it raifed the fiege 
from before Bada.,cx , but likewife fo (fraightly 
befieged Liras, one of the Portuguefes ftrongeft 
Frontier-towns, the taking of which might have 
endangered the whole,Kingdom , and reduced 
it to fuch neceifity, that it was even upon the 
point of yielding. 

But the Portugals who knew of how much 
importance it was to them, had ever been an¬ 
xious for its relief, and therefore having at 
length bravely recruited their Army, they ad¬ 
vanced with full refolutipn to drive the spa - 
piards out of their Trenches, nor did they effe& 
it lefs bravely then they had refoived it, for 
they totally routed their General, Don Lewis de 
Haro very hardly efcaping-, but in this battel the 
Portuguez loft the worthy Albuquerque General 

ofthe horfe. _ 

And to counterpoife this vi<ftory, the ftrong 
Fortrefs of Umfon upon the borders of GaUtcta, 

was

was furrendred to the Spaniards and a Party 
of thePortugals , not having advice that it was 
already poflefledby the Cajhlians , going to re¬ 
lieve it , were furprized and forced fhamefully 
to retreat, with the lofs of fome hundreds, and 
this Succefs encouraged the Spaniards under the 
command of the Marquis of Viana , tobefiege 
the onely City the Portugals were pofleft of on 
the River Mtnho y but it was relieved by the 
Portugals . The Spaniards likewife gained a fig- 
nal V ictory over a Party of Portugal Horfe 
nigh Alcantara *, for advice being brought to the 
Governor of that Town, that the Portuguez 
with a party of four hundred Horfe were en- 
tring upon the Frontiers in two Bodies, beta¬ 
king live hundred Horfe, and a feledt Party of 
Foot went to meet them , and fo handfomly 
managed his bufiriefs, that he furprized one 
whole Body, fcarce a man efcaping ; Com- 
miflary General, five Captains, and feveral Q-, 
ther Officers being taken Prifoners. 

But thefe things were inconfiderable difad- 
vantages to the intereft of Portugal , inrefpea 
of what it was like to feel by the Peace which 
was treating of between thofe two mighty Mo- 
narchs of Prance and spam , which the Queen 
Regent and Council were fenfible of; and 
therefore difpatcht Don John D’Acofta Ambaf- 
fador Extraordinary to the French Court, to 
reprefent unto his Mott Chriftian Ma jetty the 
rrtf e c ^ e ^ in &dom of Portugal , and to in- 
lilt that there might be a dueConfideration had 
of the Intereft of his Matter in the concluding 
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of the Peace with Spain , feeing he had for- 
nerly approved himfelf fo good an Ally to the 
Crown or Prance . But this Embattle could pro- 
iuce no other effe< 3 :, than a promife to endea¬ 
vor a Mediation for them with the King of 
'pm , and procure them good tearms upon 
Jubminion, which by the magnanimous Portu- 
juefes was rejected with indignation. 

Nor were they at all daunted with the great 
)0wer of the Spaniard which he intended to 
mploy againft them , but manfully refolved to 
endure all hazards, yet would they willingly 
lave concluded a Peace with the Hollanders, and 
0 that purpofe Don Fernando Tellez, de Faro y 
)uke of Rivero , was fent Ambattador to the 
fates General, but he like a treacherous vil- 
ain, revolted from them to the King of Spain , 
trying along with him the papers of his Em- 
•afly *, for which, according to his defert, his 
iffigies was executed at Lisbon as a Traytors * 
iis Goods confifcated , his houfe razed to the 
|round, and his Children banifhed and degra¬ 
ded of nobility. His brother Don Deigo de Syl - 
% who had ferved the King of Portugal in the 
juality of General at Sea, was likewife upon 
his occafion commanded to retire to One of his 
loufes, and deprived of all publique employ- 
nent. 

After him was fent Don Henry de Sufa Count 
f Miranda , to negotiate an Accommodation 
yich the Netherland States, yet he prevailed 
ittle, for the pertinacious Hollanders were ftill 
efolute in their unreasonable demands, com- 

• pacing, 
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pucing their Ioffes in Brattle ("where they had 
no right to be) to amount to no 1 efs then thirty 
millions. 

The Spaniards in the mean time were forced 
to give the Portugals fome refpite in the funutier 
1659. ^ ut preparations were made to atlaulc 
them, with the whole power of that Monarchy 
in the Spring 1660. Don John D’Auftria being 
called out of Flanders to be Generalifsimo of the 
Spanifh Forces, and having Orders given him 
in April 1660. to march dire&ly to Merida, on 
the Frontiers of Portugal , though he went not 
that Summer. 

But the Portuguefes refolved not to be be- 
hind-hand with their Enemies, and therefore 
made feveral in-roads into the Spanifh Terri¬ 
tories, depopulating all before them, which 
made the Spaniards to be revenged, refolveto 
do the like to them-, Order was therefore gi¬ 
ven to fall into the Kingdom on all Tides, the 
Marquefs of Viana Governor of Galltcia , march¬ 
ing in that way with eight thoufand Foot, ana 
eight hundred Horfe, and the Governor of 
Camara invading that part which was adjacent 
to his government. 

In this condition was the Kingdom of Portu¬ 
gal when His Majefty Charles the Second, King 
of England was reftored to his Crowns ann 
Kingdoms, welcomed by his Subjefts with all 
gratulatory and fubmiihve Obedience; the 
News of which was no fooner by advice from 
D. Francifco de Melo, Ambaffador for the King 
of Portugal^ England , conveyed to the earsot 
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hisMafteir r but he caufed all the Guns of the 
Town, Caftle, and Ships in the Road, to be fi¬ 
red, and for three days and nights kept folemit 
and magnificent Rejoycings-, the Portuguese 
Nation as well as by this their joy at the Refto- 
ration of King Char Us the Second, as by their 
forrow and general mourning at the Death of 
King Charles the Hr If, exprefling their great 
affe&ion for the Englilh Nation. 

But becaufe their joy fhould be fomewhat 
for their own, as well as our fakes, there at 
the fame time arrived News at Lisbon , that Don 
Alfonfo Turtudo General of the Horfe, on the 
Frontiers of Alentejj , meeting with a Brigade 
of the Enemies Horfe nigh to Badajox , iiad 
fought and defeated them, killed and took four 
hundred of them , among!* whom were four 
Captains of Horfe prifoners. 

The Spaniards Hill continued their Leavies 
again** Portugal , being refolved to employ an 
Army of four thoufand Horfe and twelve thou¬ 
fand Foot conftantly recruited, about the Fron¬ 
tiers of Efiratnadura , and another of three 
thoufand Horfe , and ten thoufand Foot about 
Gallicia , and a third of twelve thouland men, 
to ferve as a Referve to the two former. In 
this manner were they refolved to affar lc them 
by Land, while the Prince of Montefarchio with 
ten Men of War, was appointed to coaftnp 
and down before their Ports, and do them what 
mifchief he could by Sea. 

Thus have we deduced a Compendious Chro¬ 
nicle of the Kingdom of Pffttgd* from its firft 

original 
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original under Alfonfo the Firft , to the fourth 
year of the Reign of the prefent King Aijonfo 
the Sixth, Anno. 1660. and are forced now to 
leave her ftrugling with Spam for her liberty, 
which great Monarch, by the prudent Manage¬ 
ment of Affairs by that Sage and Illuftrious 
Queen Regent, {he hath hitherto been able 
torefift, and will without doubt ftiil be able 
to defend her felf againft him, efpecially if 
the Match with England take efFe&> as without 
doubt it will; our Nation being like to prove a 
better Bulwark than the fickle French, who were 
feldom or never conftant to their Friends, wit- 
nefs their deferting Queen Elizabeth when Ihe 
waged War with the Spaniards , as they did 
now the Portugals.

Cofmographical Defcription 

Of all the Dominions of

T Hat part of the Dominions of the King 
of Portugal , which are upon the Con¬ 
tinent of Europe contain firft the king¬ 
dom of Portugal , and fecondly the 
kingdom of Algarve , or Regnum Algarbiorum . 
The kingdom of Portugal is bounded on the 
North, with the Rivers Uinio and Avia y which 
part it from Gallicia * on the South, with the 
kingdom of Algarve * on the Weft, with the 
Atlantic!^ Ocean*, and on the Eaft? with the 
two C afttles and Eftratnadura , from which it is 
deduced by a Line drawn from Ribadoma y {land¬ 
ing on the Ayia to Badajoxj on the Anas or Gua- 
diana , it extendeth on the Sea-coaft from 
North to South,four hundred miles;the breadth 
of it in the broadeft place is one hundred milesi 
in the narrowed > eighty *, the whole circumfe¬ 
rence is about eight hundred feventy nine miles* 
in which compafs it containeth fourteen hun¬ 
dred and fi v ty Parities. 

It was firft called lufitama y from the Lufitans 

N 
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its chief Inhabkancs > and had the name of .iy* 
tngal eicher from the Port of Cule , now called 
Cala> fotnetimes a rich Empory or Mart-town, 
or more likely from the Haven of Porto , a town 
(landing on the mouth of the River Dticrics, 
where the Golls (or French) ufed to land their 
merchandize, and fo was called Port™ Gdio- 
rum , and bycontraftion Portugal* This Town 
was given in Dower to Henry Duke of Lorm y 
with fere fa bale Daughter to Alphonfo the fmh, 
King of Caflile , with the Title of Earl of Por¬ 
tugal , whofe Succeffors coming to be Kings, 
called all thofe Countries they gained from the 
Moors % by the fame name. 

The Air of the Countrey is healthy , the 
Countrey hilly and bare of Corn, with which it 
isTupplyed from France^ and other Nor¬ 
thern parts; yet that which they have is as good, 
tf notbetrer, than any Europe affords. The foyl 
*nd people are in all parts not rich alike , for 
where the foyl is richelt, the people are ^ e{t > 
not benefited by the Trade of the too-far diftant 
Lisbon i and where the foyl is pooreft, the peo¬ 
ple are ricbeft, helped by Traffick and Manu- 
Ta&ure;, the chief of Which ate making Salt 
and Silk, Which they export in great abundance; 
and where there*s want of Corn, that defos 
fupplyed with abundance of Honey, WinejOyh 
Atoms, truits, fiflh, Salt, white Marble, rm 
forttfe kfhe 4 i 6 jf$ilyei‘, ota. ■ ^ . 

Ifhe peepte are of a more plain, 
viot. than the refl of Spm % ittti ( if We 
Imtt 'neither 
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nor wife, but tney have iound them both. They 
have a kindeof natural Animoficy, if not An¬ 
tipathy againft the Cafiilians y for depriving them 
of their native Government and Liberties, al¬ 
though they have now recovered both* They 
were always accounted good Sea-faring men, 
and fortunate in difeovery of forein Countreys. 

Itaboundeth with Rivers of all forts, having 
neer two hundred great and fmall. The chief 
are, 1. Minim , full of red Lead , and thence 
called Minium by the Latines , navigable with 
fmall Veffels neer a hundred miles. 2. Lethes % 
now Lavada .

That of Lisbon upon Ta¬ 
rtu. 2. Porto upon Duero to the north ol Uj- 
hit. 3. That of Sctavaliowh of Vshn, fcituate 
on a Gall, twenty miles in length, and three 1 
breadth, a place of great importance. 

The principal Cities of this^Countrey are,

ftrong, but by reaion of its vicinity to the Pa¬ 
lace , ierving nowonely for a Prifon for great 
men/ The Entrance of the River is defended 
By the Cattle of Cafcais 9 and neerer the City by 
the Fort of Sr. Julians , and the Rocl^of Belem, 
munitioned by twenty Pieces of OrdnancerThis 
is the Chamber of the Kings of Portugal, the Se? 
of an Archbishop , the Staple of Commodities 
for all the kingdom , and thought more worth 
than all the R-aim befides.

T He kingdom of Algarve lyeth South of Por¬ 
tugal , From which it is divided by a Line 
drawn from Afchmn y on the WefternSea to 
Odochere, a Caftle on the Guadiana , on the 
Haft bounded by Andalufia, on the Weft and 
South by the'main A lantick ^; more wiide and 
barren it is then the kingdom o i Portugal , peo¬ 
pled with Few Towns; and thofe not very popu¬ 
lous.; hilly and mountano'us, but by the benefit 
of the Sea , yielding a grekt Trade of fifhing, 
fpecially of Tunny, of which there is abundance 
caught* 

It took its name, from its Weftern fciruarion, 
for To Algarve ftgnifieth in the AraPick^; the 
litmoft end of it \vis antieintfy called Promnto- 
rium Sacrif jfry now Cape St. Vincent , becaufe

thJ Spanifli Tongue, figoifying a Goffehawk) 
though ac this time there are few or none found* 
they were called alfo the Flemljh Iflands, be^ 
cauie hr(fdifcovered by them, and in theIfle 
o iFaial y one of the chief:, there are fome fartii- 
lies Bill refemble Flemings^ both in complexion 
and habit, and not far from rheir abode is a 
Torrent, called by the Portugals Riberados Fit-

the firil Meridian ( by which they divide the 
World into Eaft and Wed ) from th tCanmcs r 
or Fortunate Iflands , where it was fixed in the 
time of Ptolemy , and other ancient writers: 
The chief Town hereof, befides many Boroughs 
and lefl'er Runlets , is called Pmta del Gada t 
feated upon a dangerous Sea , and without any 
Port) yet more frequented by Grangers then the 
Port of Angra^ becaufe here they may go inand 
out as they pleafe, but not fo in the other.

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fometimes for fewel, the chief Town is Sc: 
Georges, as the ifland. 

7 . Paoy lyeth on the South of the Ifle St. 
George^ and took this name from a high Hill, in 
thetorm of a Pyramide, which tht Portugal* 
generally call a Pike , or Vico, repleni(bed with 
fruits, fome Cedars, and a tree called Teixo, 
of great bulk, and much beauty,the wood there¬ 
of exceeding hardned within, and much waved, 
fo admirably beautiful, that it is allowed onely 
to the Kings Officers, the ocher fubje&s being 
interdicted the ufe of it ( but upon fpecial li¬ 
cence) by a publique Edi& , in bignefs it is 
fecond onely unto that of Sc. Michael , it not 
equal to it, hardly fo much in length, but of 
greater bredth: the chief Towns of it, 1. St. Se - 
bajlians. 2,Callota de Nefqti'w , both upon the 
Sea, and in the Eaft parts of the Iflands. 

' 8* Flores, direddly Eaft from Fayal, fo called 
from its abundance of Flowers (as Gratis fa tor 
the like flourifhing verdure of it) is in compafle 
not above eight Miles, but plentifully furnifhed 
with Cactel, and good grounds to feed them; 
the chief Town is Sw- Cruz,. 

9* Corvo , the leaft of the nine , not above 
half fo big as Flores y from which it is fcituate to 
the North, and but a little diftant, called thus 
of its abundance of Crows, both very unfafe 
and miferably poor, by reafon of the many Pi¬ 
rates which lie betwixt them, t° intercept fucn 
fhips as Trade to America : Thefe Iflands were 
the laft of the Portugal Dominions which held 
out for D. Antonio y the Baflard , againft Phtlhf 
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the fccond, King-of Spain ; aguntt whom the 
Iflandof Tercera was for a while gallantly de¬ 
fended by Emanuel Defylva , with the help of 
the French , but taken at lad by the Marquis of 
&<*• Crazjy and the French , after pramife of life, 
cruelly irmrchered in cold blood; 

The Portugals PoiTefsions 
in AJia. 

S O many are the Forts and Places pofleffed 
by the Pmuguefes in Afia; but efpecially in 
India , that to give a defcription of them all, 
would be impoilible, it fhali be fufficient to 
mention fo few of the chiefeft \ and i. Din a 
FenlnfuU, in the Province of Quorate , in the 
kingdom of Cambaia , looking towards Perfta> 
but on the Eaft fide thereof near the mouth of 
Indusy here the Portugals built an Impregna¬ 
ble Citadel, by the leave and confent of King 
‘Bacurines, thereby to buy their aid againft Ma* 
homed the Migul 5 who had newly vanquiihed 
him: A matter of fuch confequence to the 
Crown of Portugal, that John Bottelines confined 
to India for fome crimes by him committed, 
undercook, in hope by the meric of chat fervice 
to obtain his Pardon , to carry the firft news of 
it in a fan II Veflel not above 18 foot long, 
and but fix foot broad (the beft which for the 
prefent could be provided ) which with great 
courage he performed, and through that Urge, 
wide,and rempeftuous Ocean, came in'fafc? 
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with his news to Lisbon , to the great joy of the 
King,but greater admiration of all forts of peo¬ 
ple; Scarce was it fetled in their new poffetfion* 
when befieged by Solyman Bajfa, Admiral to 
Solyman the Magnificenc,wich a Fleet of eighty 
Ships and Rallies, 4 ™o 1537* offended with 
the Portugals for aiding the King of Ptrfia , but 
rather for diverting the Spice-trade from Alex¬ 
andria ; in vvh’ch he had fuch illfucccfs, that 
having aflaulced i r in vain with his Land-forces, 
he was fain to raife his Siege in fuch hafte and 
tumult, that he left hisgreat Ordnance behmde 


2. Ov^r againft Din upon the Sea-fide they 
ax poffeffed of Daman, a beautiful and pleai anc 
Town,fortified with a ftrongCaftle at the north 
end of it , of white chalky ftone, well planted 
with Ordnance , oppofite ^hereunto on the 
fouth-fide of the Town, is a gpodly Church 
ed^ed on the top with white, which With the 
houfes for the moft part of the lame colour alio, 
afford a pleafanc profpea to the Sailors by. 

3. The next place of Confequence which they 

poffefs, and indeed the chief of all then; poflef-

the Countrey ; here the Ftrttgals have the* 
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Artemis and Harbor for their Indian Fleet, by 

which they do command theie Seas, fo ftrongly 
fortified, chat chough beleaguered by the great 
Jdallan with 3 5000 Horfe, 6000 Elephants,and 
250 piece of Ordnance, yet he could not force 
it; made in regard of the convenient fcicuation 
and ftrength of it, the ordinary Residence of 
the Portugal Vice-Roy, who hath here his Coun¬ 
cil, Chincellor, and other Officers, for the Go¬ 
vernment of fuch parts of India as belong to 
that Crown. It is alfo the Seat of the Archbi- 
ftiop or Primate of the Indian Church, planted 
by that Nation, who is hence called the Arch- 
bifiaopof Goa . 

4 . To this we may ad dtChiaul a Sea-tgvvn, 
in the hands of the P ortugals alfo, and by them 
well fortified,infomuch as a Nifamalocco affaul- 
ting it at the fame time with a very great Army 
was fain to leave it as he found it.

T He Portugals Wad large Poffelfions in the 
kingdoms of Congo and Angola in Africa, 
which were firft difcovered under che Conduit 
of Ditgo Can in the year 1485. and had forti¬ 
fied themfelves in the kingdom of Angola, from 
whence and Congo they ufed yearly to tranfporc 
18000 Slaves intotill by the treachery 
of the Hollanders they were Anno 1641. or 
thereabout) difpoflefled thereof; for the Por- 
tugals having caitoffche Spanifh yoke, a Ccna¬ 
tion from Hoftility with them, was proclaimed 
in Holland, and not long after a firm Peace made 
between the two Nations. In the Articles 
whereof it was conditioned. That this Peace 
ftiould not begin in the Eaf Indies till the end 
of a year, nor in Braxale till the end of half a 
year from the making thereof which being ob- 
ferved, they gave Order to their Fleets and For¬ 
ces which were abroad, to make themfelves Ma¬ 
tters of any thing belonging to the Portugals 
which they could lay hold of; who following 
the Inftruaions, and anchoring near the Fort 
of Angola , were by the Portugals received with 
joy info their Cattle, as their fpecal fronds;

gines deferred by the P omgals for fear of the 
Savages againfc whom they had not power 
enough to mike good the place, and the Sugars 
‘ deftroyed of purpofe, that they might not come 
into the hands of the barbarous people. 

Of Des Iieos , or the Ifles fo named from 
certain Ifhnds lying againft the Bay, on which 
the principle Town is leated, called alfo Ilheosy 
or the Ifle , the Town confifting of about 150 
or 200 families, neighbored by a great lake of 
12 leagues in compafs, out of which that River 
doth arife , full of great, but wholefotne filB, 
which t hey call Monatos , fome of which are af¬ 
firmed to weigh twenty eight pounds : This 
Colony much endangered by the Guaymurty a 
race of favages, more favage then any ©f their 
fellows, who being driven ouc of their own 
Country, fell into this prefe6lurc , and had ut¬ 
terly deftroyed it, if fome of Sc. Georges Re- 
liques (as the Jduites fa? ) fenc by their Gene¬ 
ral from Rome , Anno 1581. had not Bayed 
their fury, and given the Portugal; the better.

10. Of Rlogrande y fo called Itkewife of a Ri¬ 
ver, but lately made a Prefecture to excluce 
firft the French , and after the Savages from poi- 
feflmgit, it now enjoys an impregnable Came. 

11. OfSMm*,fo called from the Haven of 
S iarra adjoining, of no great note , being alio 
but lately made a Prefecture, the Vortugucjcs 
enjoying no more here but a Cafile, and about a

Thus much for the particular Governments 
pf this Country, for it felf in general ithasi'uffe- 
red rhe fame fortune with Countries of more 
sentient dhcovery, W*,. to have many Mafters, 
the S/7 anijh^ Dutch and P ortuguez., all claiming 
right to it, but the (aft however worried by the 
other two , bach hitherto kept the fureft foot in 
it, andisfiill like ro do fo.
